"Thesu extensions all involve a 
heavy strain 00 the leaders every- 
where; but wo muat not forget the 
strain nlfio on Officers of the lower 
ranks, Just now I am struggling with , 
a frnjnt problem In the fact that the 
solurlea paid to tho bulk of Officers 
of every rank aro proving inadequate 
to moot the tremendous increase in tho 
cost of tho barest livelihood, and I 
ixjul^y do not know exactly whut to 
do to meet tills need. It la quite clear , 
thnt many Corps nnd nivtsions could 
supply what is wonting; but it is 
equally obvious that others cannot. 
How the deficiency la to bo met — that 
ie the problem!

"Something of thc same dEIHculty 
applies to many of the Territorial 
Headquarters throughout the world. 
Officers at these cuntjea aru often 
more hard-worked, nnd carry oven 
greater bunions, than their comrades 
in positions elsewhere. Yet many of 
them are suffering very severe depri- 
vations in a'benuttful spirit of aequl- 
occence and loyalty. For mo, notr- 
wlthstanding, their needs Involve tho 
provision of very largo Hums of money. 
When I say large, 1 mean, thnt a thou- 
sand pounds or two hero nun" there is 
of comparatively little uso. But God 
lias helped us in tlio past, and He will 
help ug again. His eye rests upon 
every true lover of H1b Kingdom, and 
especially 00 everyone who suffers in 
His cause. Ho will not fail us!"
